Abandonment of the costly Galli- 
poli expedition was suggested in the 
house of lords last night by Lord 
Milner, who advanced the idea of the 
transfer of the troops on the penin- 
sula to another 
field. 
The govern- 
ment would not commit itself as to 
whether the troops would remain or 
be transferred. 


Greece will not intervene in the 
war on behalf of Serbia at present. 
She has officially notified the British 
government to this effect. 
Premier 
Zaimis, in the notification statement 
declares that the Greek government 
holds that intervention by Greece in 
tl» 
present 
circumstances 
is 
not 
called for under the treaty with Ser- 
bia. 


Intense activity, 
chiefly on 
the 
part of the artillery, has prevailed 
along the western front. 
Today's 
Paris report mentions in particular 
violent artillery battles before Loos 
and northeast of Souchez and a con- 
centration of German fire on 
the 
French lines east of Auherive in the 
Champagne near the western end of 
the new advanced positions of the 
French. 
The heavy 
guns on 
both 
sides also were spiritedly engaged at 
various points between the Artois 
and Champagne districts, the sector 
of Lihon, near Chaulnes 
and 
the 
Neuvron plateau 
and 
other 
points 
along or near the great bend in the 
line being mentioned. 
In Lorraine 
the Germans made a violent attack 
near Letricourt which 
the 
French 
fire is 
declared to 
have 
checked. 
There has been spirited trench fight- 
ing in the Vosges, with violent can- 
nonading in some sectors. 


A German torpedo boat destroyer 
was sunk by a British submarine to- 
day in the passage connecting the 
Baltic and the North sea, known as 
the Sound, a 
Copenhagen 
dispatch 
states. 


A German cruiser and another de- 
stroyer

patch adds. 


Of the tremendous British total the 
number of men killed is 18,957, of whom

NOT FOR PRESENT, AT LEAST. 


Greece Determines Not to Intervene in 
Behalf of Serbia.

Greoeo announced her definite intention 
not to intervene in the war on behalf 
of Serbia at present. 


In the c'oniniunication, which is of 
great length, J'remier Zaimis, of Greece, 
presents his interpretation of the Greco- 
Serbian treaty.

is of the

In some instances, 
according to these advices, trenches and 
gulleys have been choked with the dead. 
Turkish losses also have been heavv.

The exact amoimt to be appropriated 
for each of the live years has not been 
decided but the first 
year's 
program 
calls for two dreadnoughts 
and 
two 
battle cruisers. 
* 


What It Calls For. 


The five-year program would call for 
sixteen capital ships—ten dreadnoughts 
and six battle cruisers. 
In order to gee 
the best advantage in impj-ovements in 
construction and not 
to overtax 
the 
capacity of American navy yards the 
first year's 
construction 
will 
include 
two 
dreadnoughts 
and 
two 
battia 
cruisers and about 25 submarines, six- 
teen destroyers and probably five scout 
cruisers. 
The total amount to be ap- 
propriated for construction 
this 
year 
will be in the neighborhood of $100,- 
000,000 but since about $28,000,000 
of this sum is for the three battleships 
authorized last year, the total increase 
in the naval appropriation bill is more 
likely to be about $72,000,000.

Fort Wayne, Avere the principal Avit- 
nesscs for tlio state. 
The girl charged 
that Glass waii )esponsible for her ruin 
and that she Avent to the home of him- 
self and mother at Twin Lake, last 
February, Avhere the baby Avas born anfl 
that a few hours after its birth Glass 
strangled it Avith a liandkcrchief. Glass 
with his own hands fashioned a rud; 
coffin from a packing case and Avith 
only his mother to accompany him took 
the murdered infant's body to a near-by 
cemeterj', Avhere other 
relatives Avere 
buried and interred the remains. 
A 
day or tAvo later Mrs. Beaird arrived at 
the Glass home and after hearing from 
her daughter the story of the infant's 
death caused the arrest of Glass for 
murder. 
Mrs. Beaird said Glass wanted 
to marry Jennie, but that she Avould 
not 
permit 
the 
Avedding 
after 
she 
learned of the manner of the infant's 
death. 
Jennie Beaird is 17 yea,TH old 
and Glass is 32. 
Glass formerly re- 
sided in Fort Wayne.

HEART GIVES WAY 
UNDER THE STRAIN 


Anthrax Proves Fatal After 
Apparent Progress To- 
ward-^Recovery.

Stackpolc, 
the 
lawyer 
of 
Riverside, 
^ n g Island, who was stricken with an- 
ifllrax several days ago, died in Bellevue 
hospital early today of heart failure re- 
sulting from the poison of the disease. 


Mr, Stackpole's death came after a 
rally which caused his physicians to 
believe the most serious phase of the 
disease had been passed and that he 
would recover. 
He was conscious un- 
til within five minutes before he died 
and told his wife he realized that death 
was near. 
Until tho last few minutei 


he tried to cheer up his relatives and 
throughout the greater part of his ill- 
ness encouraged them with hope of his 
recovery. 


The determined struggle 
made 
by 
Mr. Stackpole, who was 71 years old 
and the unusual nature of hfs diseaso 
common to cattle but rare among hu- 
man being attracted 
public 
attention 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Physicians 
watched the ca«e closely to ascertain 
the 
effect 
of. anti-toxin which was 
rushed here from the bureau of animal 
industry at Washington "to combat tho 
deathly anthrax germ. 
In 
all 
150 
cubic centimeters were injected in three 
or more periods. 
Following the third 
injection 
decided 
improvement 
was 
shown. /Although the physician« were 
greatly encouraged thev 
warned 
Mr. 
Stackpole's relatives 
that 
thtre 
wa« 
danj^r that his heart would yield to 
tlie poison.

Dr. Adolph Eichhorn, pathological divi- 
sion, bureau of animal industry, who 
originated the serum Injeected into Geo. 
F. Stackpole, New York anthrax victim. 


"We have been experimenting to de- 
vise a protective vaccination for ani- 
mals in anthrax localities," continued 
Dr. Eichhorn. 
"The spores elf anthrax 
are the most resistent ever known. Even 
twenty years of drying will not destroy 
their effectiveness, and for this reason 
it is very difficult to eradicate the dis- 
ease from localities where it has ex- 
isted. 


"Tn the southern states particularly 
it haa been known to exist for years, 
especially in the Mississippi Delta re- 
gion, where it is known as charbon.' 


"Human beings contract anthrax from 
time to time by coming in contact with 
diseased cattle or horses, or 
wool 
or 
leather from an affected animal. 
In the 
last two months we have had several 
reports. 


"In Texas two people have recently 
died from the disease, among them the 
state veterinarian. 
The disease is al- 
most always fatal, 


"Our experiments 
consisted 
in 
im- 
munizing horses against the disease and 
then injecting increased doses of 
the 
virulent germs until they were tolerant 
against any amount of the germs. Then 
the blood is drawn and^ the serum pre- 
pared in tho lisual way. 


"Up to the present no one except the 
bureau of animal industry 
had 
this 
serum, but I have furnished the formula 
to three manufacturers of pathological 
products, and they arc ready to start 
preparation of it. 
It takes five months 
to prepare horses for production of the 
sorum." 


Dr. Eichhorn explained Ikat anthrax 
affects the system by 
general 
blood 
poisoning. 
The germs enter the blood 
and flood the entire system, death en- 
suing by suffocation. 


The disease is a febrile disease, with 
high fever and local swelling at the 
'point of infection. Tn a white man, this 
swelling would be of a brick red color.

Jurisprudence is Theme of 
Man Who Negotiated 
War Credit Loan. 


New York,

15.—vJurisprudence 
rather than finance was the theme of 
Lord Reading, chief justice of England 
and member of the Anglo-French com- 
mission which negotiated the $500.000,- 
000 war loan, at a reception in his honor 
last night by the New York Bar asso- 
ciation.

"I am strongly impressed with the 
undesirability of the constant repeating 
of decisions which lay down no new 
principles' but only repeat the applica- 
tion of old principles to new facts. 
To 
make onesself familiar with your law, 
it m npcessary to look up not only all 
the decisions, but all tlio statutes of 
your forty-eight states.* ( wonder how 
you surmount tliis mountain of legal 
knowledge. 
This system of citing cor- 
roborative cases has been changed with 
us. 
We now strive to get at tho mer- 
its; to allow no technicalities to pre- 
vent tlie court from reaching the true 
facta and arriving: at a just decision 
notwithstanding all the learned counsc! 
that appear before the judge.''

Rupley had gone from his home to 
the barn, and had fed the stock before 
he climbed to the haymow and hanged 
himself. 
The family'missed him when 
he did not return for breakfast and 
daughter, Lura, went to the corn field 
in which he had been husking corn to! 
feed to his hog-«. She went back to the 
barn and found her mother there. 
On 
her mother's suggestion that Mr. Rupley 
might have been overcome by sickness 
in the haymow 
she 
climbed up 
and 
•found tho"^ body siispended by a rope. 
A phypifian was called, and the coroner 
of niiinibTipro wa.s notified, and an ex- 
amination 
rpvealed that 
life was ex- 
tinct. 
The bctdy was warm when it was 
cut down. 
The members of the family 
nro at a loss to find a reason for the 
suicide. 
Mr. Rupley, who was the father 
of ten cliildren, was well-to-do, having 
tliree farms, all well improved. 
It is 
known, however, that he w^as stricken 
v%ith some kind of illness when working 
ill his barn last spring, and it is thought 
by some that 
worry about 
ill-health 
caused the rash art.

Local authorities have issued warn« 
ings to cattle owners to watch thei* 
llocks and have instructeil parents noè 
to allow their children to wander

Reno, which lies but a few miles from 
liere, has issuedd similar warnings and 
preparations are being made to meet 
the plague should it increase in scope. 
Already in Nevada sixteen persons have 
been bitten. 
Six of these are taking 
the Pasteur treatment at the Nevada 
university. 


It is estimated that the number ot 
coyotes in Washington, Oregon, ' north- 
ern California, and Nevada mounts int* 
the hundreds and is fast increasing. 


Hunters employed by the government 
and ranchmen are doing their best to 
exterminate as many of the animals~as 
possible with rifle and shotgun, but no 
marked headway has been reported.

heavy losses to the owner. 
The disease 
ia spread by dogs and cattle bitten by 
infected coyotes. 
The scourge, .which, ia. 
said to have been started by a yòuthì 
who inoculated a coyote and then turn- 
ed him loose, believing that he would 
destroy his species, is without parallel 
in the country.

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Burdens of the Governorship. 


Governor Ralston, delivering an address before a gathering of 
democrats at Kokomo, made it very clear that at the completion of 
his present official tenure ]>ublic place ^vill have no further lure for 
him. He declared that he entertains no aspirations to wear the toga 
of a United States sejiator and is ambitious for no other political 
preferment whatever. 
Instead, he will g l a d l y return to the quie- 
tude of private life and to the practice of the legal profession at 
Lebanon and to the oversight of the fine farm in that region which 
has for many years claimed largely of the governor's interest. 


And that has been the precise feeling of most men who have oc- 
cupied the gubernatorial chaii-. The burden is a tremendous^ one 
far heavier than is generally appreciated, either by the general pub- 
lic or by the particular individuals who covet it. Jt has broken the 
health of many men as Avill be seen by recalling cases of a number 
of prominent Indianians Vv ho in ihc past have held the high office. It 
has hastened some of them 'to their graves. 
They have gone down 
under the effects of the four-year strain of multiplied responsibilities, 
cares and annoyances, and the years have been steadily adding to 
these. ^J'he business of the state's executive department is growing 
steadily, Each legislature a>dds new duties and fresh responsibilities 
of direction and oversight to an office already overburdened. 
The 
enactment of new laws, the creation of new departments and the 
broadening of governmental activities of the state have been mak- 
ing still heavier the duties of the governorship and piling up its 
responsiblities. 
The man who undertakes them soon comes into a 
new appreciation of real burdens, and if he cherished the notion that 
he was acquiring a sinecure in his election to the governorship, his 
mind is very quickly disabused of that. Four years of the Indiana 
governorship h.ave usually been sufficient to completely satiate the 
most voracious appetite for office-holding. Doubtless Governor Rals- 
ton will inunige in some sighs of real relief when the mantle falls 
from his shoulders. 


The United States chamber of commerce has renewed on a still 
more pretentious scale than formerly its crusade to take the tariff 
question mil 
polities by the creation of a permanent tariff com- 
mission, and Washington believes the movement •will'have gained so 
piuch momentum by next year that it will be impossible for the poli- 
ticians to ignore it. 
The fact that taking the tariff question out of 
politics threatens to rob a good many of the politicians of their last 
visible means of support is the phase that contributes the really seri- 
ous aspect to the affair. With the tariff out of the way, what are 
they going to do for a paramount issue on which to demonstrate that 
the fellows who chance to be "in'' ought to be kicked out in order 
to allow their political opponents an opportunity to save the coun-

One thousand automobiles are expected in the Dixie highway 
parade which is planning a tour of Elkhart, Kosciusko, Wabash, 
Grant, Madison, Hancock, Henry, Wayne, Fayette and Franklin coun- 
ties early in November to signalize the creation of the new roadway 
through Indiana. One thousand cars is a rather siieable number, but 
the automobile is now so numerous an individual that the towns 
from which the parade is assembled will never miss them. 
Appar- 
ently as many as ever will still be honk-honking over other stretches 
of territory. 


The Pullman company is out in a statement in which it declares 
that its revenues for the year, ending July 15, showed a falling off of 
somewhat more than $3,000,000 from those of the previous twelve 
months. The real extent of the slump will not be disclosed, however, 
until we get some information on how much the Pullman company's 
porters fell below the receipts of the year before. 


The courts at Terre Haute have decided the impeachment case 
in favor of Mayor Gossom, who appealed on the ground that the 
6 to-y vote by which he was declared ousted from office was merely 
a two-thirds vote of the councilmen present and not of the entire 
council membership of ten as contemplated by law. A single vote 
isn't an especially substantial pieg upon which to hang one's fate, 
but it is sometimes ample enough for all practical purposes.

Fidelity to old lands and old as- 
sociations from which they are far re- 
moved bespeaks no lack of fidelity to the 
new, but rather assures that they who 
come here to make their homes and 
give their children opportunities 
they 
did not enjoy will be the best of citi- 
zens. 
But it does none of us any harm 
to be remhid^d now and then of the 
things we should appreciate.

is true of the native-born 
no less than 
the naturalized..

With the entente })ow- 
ers bidding up grain to feed millions 
of men in arms, it would have meant 
almost famine conditions for <,he in- 
dustrial population of our great cities. 


There never wts, never could tljere 
possibly have been, a year wlicn the 
farm yield of a single country meant so 
much to humanity. The Roman empire 
drew for its political center grain from 
all the world then known, a marvel of 
business organization for a day of oar- 
driven galleys and timid little sail- 
boats hugging the Italian shoro.

COFFEE WHIPS OP 


RESEeVE EliERGY 


Investigators Declare Continued Use of 
Coffee Works Disaster to Nerv- 
ous System. 


"Does the daily use of coffee as a bev- 
erage, continued for a series Of years, 
do harm?" 


"Yes," says Dr. W. A. Evans in the 
Cliicago Tribune. 
"A horse cannot be 
whipped daily for years without being 
harmed. A man cannot be nagged con- 
tinuously 
for years 
without 
being 
harmed. The very fact that, when fa- 
tigue is slowing down muscles and brain 
cells, coffee will whip them on, and that 
under the stimulons of cofl'ee the work- 
ing capacity is unduly excited, is proof 
that harm will come if the process is 
kept up for a series of years." 


"Fatigue is a danger signal," adds an- 
other investigator. "It means that the. 
weary body should immediately 
seek 
rest. Caffeine in any form puts a mask 
on this signal, and teniporarily conceals 
it by whipping up the reserve forces and 
then consuming them. 


"Fatigue is like a red light that calls 
attention to a ditch in the dark. No- 
body with common sense wotild assume 
for a minute that by putting out the 
light the ditch would be removed. Yet 
that is exactly what weary people do 
when they disguise their weariness for 
an hour by resorting to Btimulante."

alley it will be necessary to construct 
the sewer on 
supports of 
piers 
an.l 
I-beams 
because 
the alley 
never 
has 
been filled and graded and is now too 
low for the conduit. 
Otherwise 
the 
.«sewer will have to go througli private 
pi-opcrtv. 
It 
also is planned 
to 
in- 
istall a pump to insure always that tiic 
sewage in this drain shall be delivered 
into the inter(;eptor.

Movement 
Among 
Farm 
Boys and Grirls Shows 
Fine Advance. 


Washington. D. C., Oct. 15.—There has 
been, an increase of more than 41,000 
in the membership of various boys' and 
girls' agricultural 
clubs conducted 
by 
the state agricultural colleges and the 
department of agriculture in the north- 
ern and western states. 
At the close 
of the fiscal year, ending June 30, 1914, 
there were 110,077 members in the vari- 
ous club projects in i'le 33 states cov- 
ered by this work. 
At the close of the 
present fiscal year, June 30, 1915, the 
membership was 151,194, exclusive of 
th« enrollment in the 
mother-daughter 
canning clubs. 


This work 
is being carried on 
co- 
operatively in 26 of the 33 states in 
iiie northern, central, and western ter- 
ritory of the department of agriculture 
and the extension departments of the 
state colleges of agriculture. 
In prac- 
tically every state, short courses for 
boys and girls and special demonstra- 
tion schools have been held at the col- 
leges and in the field. During the past 
year 1,5-57 club members attended the 
mid-winter courses at the colleges, 968 
of these having their expenses paid by ! 
local contributions as a recognition of ; 
their achievements in club work. 
Of 
the 38 club members who. as champions j 
in their states, districts, or counties for ^ 
1914, have become recognized as national 
all-star club members, 31 are now at- j 
tending high schools, agricultural, 
or j 
other colleges, 3 of the remaining 7 have ; 
already graduated from high school, and ; 
1 Avill go to an agricultural college this 
fall. 


Experience has shown that the work 
in the boys' and girls' clubs can be car- 
ried on "With even greater success with- 
out the aid of large cash prizes and 
awards. 
The net profits from the work 
itself have been found to be the best 
possible incentive. 
The members have 
their attention directed to problems of 
farm and home management, crop rota- 
tion. soil building, 
etc., and in prac- 
tically every state in which the work 
is being carried on a large number of 
clùb members are now 
working 
out 
three and four-year rotations of crops. 
The profits which they derive from club- 
work they are spending on getting an 
education, or for purchase of pure bred 
stock and labor-saving machinery. Many 
are even buying land and thus acquir- 
ing an invaluable sense of dignity and 
independence. 


In the canning work, 938 public dem- 
onstrations were held during the year, 
with a total attendance 
of 
118,367. 
These demonstrations were held primar- 
ily for the club members, but parents 
were always invited and. as a matter of 
fact, more than half of those present 
were grown men and woiien. 
One of 
the great advantages of this club work, 
indeed, is the 
that it serves 
to 


stimulate the parents as "well as the 
children.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—To defy 
nature—tu hold up and keep in place 
nine miles of slipping, sliding mountains 
—that is the job tliat Major-General 
Goetiuils has just gone back to Panama 
to tackle. 


That is why he has withdrawn his 
resignation as governor of the Panama 
canal zone and become for an indefinite 
period simply <icn. Goetbals, engineer 
for Uncle Sam. 


He is going to stay in the "big ditch" 
imtil once and for all he has conquered 
the slides which time and time again 
have blocked the Panama Canal, both 
before and since its opening. 


Practically single handed he is going 
to pit his knowledge and dogged deter- 
mination against nature and the ele- 
ments in one of the most troublesome 
sjiots, geographically speaking, perhaps 
to be found in the world. 


He has been brought to his decision by 
the latest slide, one of the most serious 
e.xperienced in the canal, Avhich has tic<l 
up more than 100 ships and will keep 
the canal closed until Nov, I—and even 
longer unless 
Gocthala 
adopts her<iic 
methods to clear away the tliousands 
upon thousands of tons of earth and 
rock. 


From the time that the work of cut- 
ting a continent in two got well imder 
way, "slides" have given untold trouble 
to the engineers. 
The irregularity of 
the geological formation of the isthmus 
is the reason, for the "big ditch" is cut 
through "mountains" consisting largely 
of sedimentary volcanic ash. 


It is of varying degrees of hardness, 
but only in a few sections is of the 
hardness that really can be cabled rock. 
In many places huge deposits of earth 
and rock of varying consistency rest on 
foundations of harder material. 
These 
deposits, as the excavating progi-essed, 


In 


many cases surface .water leaking 
in 
along the line where the varying for- 
mations meet act as a lubricant and 
thus "speed up" the slides.

Eugenists Argue That With Best Men 
Kjiled Off In the Great Conflict Weaklings 
Will Be Fathers Of Future Generation and 


the Races Will Deteriorate—France and 
Belgium Seem Destined to Be the Principal 
Sufferers From This Cause

Is France to bccorae a nation of 
dwarfs through the sacriflcc of all of 
its most stalwart men at the front? 


Scientists, 
especially 
eugenists 
and anthropologists seem to think 
it is, and point to the fact that after 
Napoleon sacrificed all of the men of 
strength and physique in the empire 
'.hat the men of the next generations 
were much smaller than the heroes 
irho went forth in the campaigns in 
(taly, Egypt and Russia. 


Any way you put it, France must 
tuffer the greatest burden of the war 
%s far as its population is concerned. 


Germany, 
Austria, 
Russia 
and 
Italy will get out of the tangle un- 
scathed as far as its population is 
concerned. 
So will England, be- 
cause many "f its able-bodied men 
refuse to go to the front. 


But France and Belgium face the 
possibilities of either becoming na- 
tions of dwarfs or of yielding to the 


import of alien husbands for their 
widows. 


History iind experience teach that 
more than likely this will be one re- 
sult of the war. It seems well found- 
ed 
on fact that the French of to- 
day are of much smaller stature for 
the reason that Napoleon sacrificed 
all of his men of great stature in hia 
campaign in Italy and Egypt. 


While it is not exactly true from 
a 
anthropological 
viewpoint 
that 
small parents beget small children 
this seems nevertheless to be a fact 
that is w^ell proved by example in 
history. 


If the views of the eugenists can 
be accepted it then becomes a fact 
that the death of the men of great- 
er physique results in a future race 
of men more or less dwarfed. 


It is true that for military service 
only the fit are chosen while men of 
small 
stature, 
those 
diseased or 


physically disabled are left at home 
and they arc the propagators of the 
future race. With all of Europe at 
war, with the best and most able 
men of the nations being cut down, 
it is apparent that it will take these 
nations hundreds of years if they 
ever recove^- from the effects of the 
wholesale slaughter now going on. 
>VHAT WILL 
BE LIMIT! 


Should the war continue to that 
limitation where the last reserves, 
the boys and the old men, are called 
out and sacrificed it is apparent that 
the future nations must be weak- 
lings and dwarfs or the nations 
themselves must lose their charac- 
teristics in the import of husbands 
from the western hemisphere. 


Belgium has lost her autonomy in 
more than one respect. Her most 
valiant men 
have died 
in battle. 


Her children are being taken to the 


United States there 
to find homes 
with a new nation. Few are left to 
bear the burden of the future popu- 
lation of this country. 


At the rate Belgium is being de- 
populated at present, scientists con- 
clude that within a few decades she 
will have passed out of existence as 
an individual nation and the people 
will have lost their characteristics. 


Of the Allies the French will suf- 
fer more than any. This nation í¡as 
sent its best men—physically and 
mentally—to the front; while many 
able-bodied 
remained at home In 
England. 
As a consequence the re- 
population will continue apace In 
Great Britain while it will suffer for 
hundreds of years In France. 


The nation has sent its men and 
its boys to the front. Should the war- 
continue to that limit that a hand- 
ful of troops will return to Paris, 
either in defeat or victory, it can be 
seen that France would find itself 
almost extinct. When Napoleon re- 
treated to Paris after the defeat at 
Moscow and prior to tha battle of 
Waterloo he had but a few hundred 
thousand men, all crippled and ema- 
ciated from the long campaign and 
the disastrous retreat from Moscow. 
These few not only were not allowed 
to return to their homes and settle 
down, but on the emperor's return 
from Elba again were summoned to 
the tri-color. Were it not for the se- 
vere defeat administer«^ by Well- 
ington to Napoleon at Waterloo, Jr j« 
liberally conceded that the Emperor 
would have so depleted hla country 
of men that 
France 
nev^r would 
have recovered, but today would be 
a nation of aliens. 


It 1» a fact that France has lost 
some of iU greatest men—not only 
great in physical but also in mental 
qualities. The flower of the Sq^pire 
has been sent to the frolit just as 
France ever sent her best and brav- 


est to bear hor arms even from the 
time of the ciusados. That many of 
rhv'^m have been killed is indicated 
both by the ever growing death hsi 
and the continued call for additional 
troops, the last of which even sum- 
moned boys to the colors. 


BIRTH KATE 
DKtREASKS. 


It can easily be seen that with the 
excessive death rate tho birth rate 
in France has not been kept up. 
Of 
course, there are the war babies, 
many of them, perhaps who will be- 
come future standard bearers of 
France. But even these children of 
soldiers are comparatively few and 
it must be considered that they will 
not reach their majority for at least 
twenty >ears. 


What then is France to Oo to re- 
gain its numerical strength and to 
sustain a future race? Marriage li- 
ceiise records here in Paris indicate 
that a great 
number of Americans 
are marrying French women, either 
girls or widows of soldiers. 
AH of 
which 
is a further indication that 
France either must become a nation 
of dwarfs or must yield its auton- 
omy and become an alien race. 


In Germany the matter is totally 
different. In the first place the na- 
tion has not lost as many as have 
the combined allies. Again the bet- 
ter class of Germans, the army offi- 
cers, are so shielded that there is 
but little chance of their lives be- 
ing' sacrificed in battle. 
Tho Ger- 
mans are seeming scientists when it 
comes to shielding themselvea from 
destruction. 
They are fired by no 
inordinate enthusiasm and refusa to 
take undue risks. 


They charge when told to charge 
and they lie flat when they are in- 
structed. There is never a chance of 
an officer leading his men into tne 
vei7 Jjawa of death to win some great 
victory. 
It seems to be the rule of 
the German military that a live sol- 
dier is worth ten dead ones, even if 
they are of the enemy. 
In this re- 
gard Germany has shown the same 
precaution that she has in her other 
military experts. 
It is almost use- 
less to tell »»French or English sol- 


dier not to risk his life. He does it 
every chance he gets while the Gcr- 
niiins seem to realize more fully the 
necessity of protecting themselves lo 
the utmost. 


It seems to be the general under- 
standing among the German troops 
that success depends more on pre- 
serving themselves than m sacrme- 
Ing themselves. 


Not that the Germans are not 
brave. 
There have 
been examples 
of great bravery on both sides. But 
it seems to be a part of that great 
system 
that 
controls the German 
army. Under such a rule the popu- 
lation of the country itself has not 
suffered greatly. There are, accord- 
ing to reports, young and vigorous 
.men still at their homes in Germany, 
waiting for the call to arms, but 
still cultivating their farms and rais- 
ing chiWren while waiting that call. 
Messages come from Berlin saying 
that that city is crowded with young 
men anxious to answer the call to 
arms. 
Yet Germany has not called 
forth its boys or its old men and in 
the boys are its greatest hopes for 
the future race; 


OERMAX IVAR 
MARRIAGES. 


One peculiar custom of the Ger- 
mans that aids the population is the 
custom established by the kaiser of 
allowing sort^of trial marriages be- 
fore the departure 
of the troops. 
This 
obviates the war babies, for 
such marriages while not performed 
by authority in the haste before de- 
parture, are sanctioned by the gov- 
ernment 
itself. 
These 
iwarriages 
not only are considered 
legitimate 
and honorable, but are more or less 
heroic. In the event the soldier re- 
turns from -war the marriage is duly 
performed while in the event of his 
death the widow wears mourning 
and in all other respects acts as his 
real wife and hi^ child bears his 
name. 


Austria, too, will have little diffi- 
culty in regenerating herself after 
the war. According to information 
here not 50 per cent of her nble 
bodied men are now bearing arms. 
Her peasantry continue cultivating 
their fields and raising their chil- 
dren as usual. 
Another contribut- 
ing factor is that 
the 
Austrian 
losses have been 
slight compared 
with those of other nations. 
When 
the great struggle docs end Austria 
will find herself in almost the same 
condition as she was before the war 
while the hrunt of the burden of re- 
financing apparently will fall upon 
Germany. 


That nation will have to make up 
both 
in refinancing 
itself 
and in 
bringing back industrial prosperity, 
-Austria has but few great industries 
from which she derives 
great ex- 
ports while those of Germany are 
multitudinous and she now faces the 
possibility of losing them entirely. 


The Germans were the chief ex- 
porters of dyes and chemicals, yet 
thei-e is an 
immediate 
possibility 
that this trade will be taken away 
from her by the United States. 


As far as Russia is concerned, it, 
too, must suffer greatly as the result 
of the war, not in population, for it 
will never suffer a serious decrease 
of people, but financially. But finan- 
cially, it seems that 
the Russians 
and the Turks, from the sudden turn 
things have taken, are really hold- 
ing the bag to the profit of their al- 
lies.

If the 
Germans 
are 
successful 
Russia not only will lose the port of 
Odessa, but also the Baltic and her 
shipping will suffer the most sever« 
blow that could be administered. If 
the allies are victorious in the Dar- 
danelles 
it is certain 
that Turkey 
must return to Asia Minor and yrae- 
tically all of its greartness be lost 
Avhile Russia would be permitted not 
only possession of Turkey in Eu- 
rope, but free passage of the Dar- 
danelles for which she so long has 
contended. 


Russia, it seems 
apparent, will 
forever lose Poland, a great source 
iof revenue for her. 
It seems clear 
at present that no matter what wmjr 
the war goes that Poland's freedom 
as an individual nation positively is 
assured. 
However, the cities and 
fields now being destroyed will seri- 
ously affect the finances of Poland. 


Italy Is the one nation that will 
feel but little effect of tho war out- 
side of the 
moderate 
expenditure 
she has made so far. She has lost 
but few men and battleships aind J»»^ 
agricultural pursuits have little suf- 
fered. 
It may be certain that tht 
men who returned from the Unitei 
States to answer the call to arioA 
are the ones that will bear the brun^ 
Yet with a nation as thrifty as Italy 
it will take them but few yearj t* 
redeem themselves. 


But what of France? 
She is th« 
one that must bear the brunt of th« 
whole war. France is the one that 
is losing population and along A^itk 
Belgium faces the possibility of &&<»• 
riflcing her individuality or becui«« 
ing a nation of dwarfs. 


That is France's share of the t>ui^ 
dens of the war.

Total of 3,023 Men Become 
Leaders Within Past 
Three Months. 


New York, Oct. 15.—The rapid yet 
Increasingly stibstantial development of 
the Boy 
Scout movement 
throughout 
the United States was strikingly indi- 
cated by the reports submitted at the 
quarterly 
meeting 
of 
the 
National 
Council's executive board, held at the 
Lawj^ers' club this -week. 


The report of the cJiief scout execu- 
tive, James E. West, stated: 


"From June 1st to October 1st, 29,375 
boys were registered, as compared with 
17300 for the same period of the pre- 
ceding year. 
1,521 men were commis- 
sioned as scoutmasters, 
as 
compared 
•with 709, and 1,502 as assistant scout- 
masters, as compared with 634. 


"^'arious badges, 
numbering 
39,921, 
V'ere issued, as compared with 26,198; 
this, together 
with 
a substantial 
in- 
crease in cash receipts in all 
depart- 
ments, tells the story of the develop- 
ment of scouting during the past four 
months. 


"There are today in good standing, ac- 
cording to our records, 143,084 scouts, as 
compared with 93.978 at this time last 
r e a r ; 6,549 scoutmasters. .1,822 assistant 
ecoutmasters. and 389 local councils."' 


"Kot only is there immistakahle pH- 
dence of incre;ised interest," continues 
the chief scout executive, "but there is 
also gratifying evidence that scouting is 
better uiiflerstood, and that the prob- 
lems of administration and routine oper- 
ation are decreasing." 


The national 
organi7>ation has been 
able to su|>])ly, more liberally than ever 
before, tlie expert a.ssistance in organi- 
zation and development of .scout Avork 
that 
is so earnestly demanded in all 
parts of Ihe country.

Washington, Oct. 15.—According to 
the controller of the currency the na- 
tional 
banks 
of 
Indiana 
are 
not 
charging excessive rates of interest. The 
investigation he has just completed did 
not show that any Indiana bank in the 
state is offending in this r^pect. 
The 
highest interest rates now charged are 
exacted by the bankers of the west and 
south, though the official records also 
show siumerous instanceo in tlie east, 
north and northwest. 
In all, the ac- 
counts of 7,015 banks in various dis- 
tricts have been inspected by national 
bank examiners to determine the rates 
of interest charged. 
Of this number 
1,020 institijtions 
admitted that they 
^vcre receiving an average of 10 per 
cent, on all their loans. 


A list in the possession of the con- 
troller shows that on 
September 20 
there was a total of 1,203 banks charg- 
ing 12 por cent, interest or more, of

Read 
carefully the Intenrenins 
Scripture following last Sunday's les- 
son to get the account of Elisha's ac- 
tivities. 
There is recorded the story 
of the poisoned fountain (2:19-22). 
The "hoodlum" gang (vr. 23, 24) 
which is a story for boys. 
Note: 
Elisha had nothing to do with the 
bears, nor does the record say that 
the bears killed the boys. 
Next the 
Btory of the Widow's oil (4:1-7). PI- 
nally, the suggestive stories of the 
Shunammite woman (vy. 8-S7), and 
the feeding of the prophets and the 
people (vt. 38-44). 


Now we come to Elisha's most far 
mous experience, that with Naaman of 
Damascus. This city is reputed to be 
the oldest in the world .and is situated 
about 100 miles (air line) northeast of 
Samaria. 
This event probably oo 
curred between 904 and 894 B. 0. 


I. A Ministry in the Home, vv. 1*7. 
Naaman had all that heart could wish, 
seemingly. 
Exalted, rich, a great 
man, honorable and successftil in his 
undertakings, "but he was a leper." 
Aa such he is a type of the sinner. 
Leprosy begins practically in secret. 
Is transmissible, may be ameliorated, 
but cannot be cured by man. In his 
home wa^ one who knew the Lord, 
one who observed, who loved as well 
as served. This maid was a true serv- 
ant, for she showed her master how 
to be rid of his malady. For all of his 
wealth Naaman was not happy. He 
knew and others would soon know his 
condition. 
His wife could not help 
him, and did not take the maid's mes- 
sage to him. Perhaps she did not 
rightly value it. But there was co- 
operation in that household evidently, 
for "one went in and told his lord" 
(V. 4). 
There was also co-operation 
between the home and the gcvem* 
ment, for the king of Syria sent a le# 
ter to t h e king of Israel (v. 5). Thl 
strength of any natiod is in propoi 
ti on to the 8trengtb,ii naity and lor 
i alty of Its homes. It is also In pro- 
portion to the care and interest which 
that government takes in its homes. 


il. A Ministering Prophet (w. 8-14). 
The king of Syria thought he could 
buy everything, including thè desired 
cure (w. 5, 6). His letter brought 
great consternation to Israel's king, 
probably Jehoram. The value of the 
gifts presented, perhaps over $100.000, 
revealed the urgency of the case. But 
there was one in Israel who was not 
disturbed, for he knew more fully the 
power of Jehovah. 
Elisha is a type 
of Christ who offers not only to all 
lepers but to every unfortunate one 
"rest" (Matt. 11:28-^0). 
Elisha re- 
sponded to the need of the nation 
(V. 8), as well as to the need of 
Naaman the ieper, when he volun- 
teered to become the champioB of 'J*- 
hovah (V. 7). 


The prince came, however, filled 
with a sense of his importance and 
his pride stood in the way of his re- 
lief, hence the manner of Elisha's 
treatment. 
Waiting thus before thq 
prophet's door Naaman is a type of 
the great of this earth who shall yet 
bow before God's people (Isa. 60:1-3) 
and before his Son (Phil. 2:19). By 
human arguments Naaman was right 
(v. 12) and his rage was justified, but 
he must learn that as a suppliant 
he cannot dictate means nor methods. 
The rich and cultured sinner cannot 
select his own way of healing, nor be 
treated any difFerently than the poor 
and the ignorant. The river Jordan 
is a type of the Judgment on sin. Siv 
must be Judged by confession (Rom< 
15:9, 18). Sin must be renounced 
before we can be cleansed (I Cor. 11: 
81; I John 1:9). It was a slow, a 
patient, a public process through 
which Naaman must pass, but such 
had been the development of leprosy 
in his life. Ood had judged sin on 
Calvary (Rom. 8:3; II Cor. 5:21; Gal. 
3: IS) and as Naaman went down in 
the Jordan he took, in figure, the sin- 
ner's place, even as Jesus later took 
that place for us, (Matt. 8:13-15). 
Though inclined to act the fool, yet 
Naaman wisely harken»d to his serv- 
ant (T. 18) and obeyed the command 
of the prophet. 


His cure came because he obeyed 
Jehovah: (a) He heard of one who 
could cure (.v. 3); (b) he believed 
(v. 4); (c) he forsook his own 
thoughts (V. 11) ; (d) he accepted 
Ood's thoughts and methods (w. 13, 
14); (e) he took the sinner's placa 
(w. 10, 14) ; (f) he became clean after 
his obedience (w, 14, 15). 


There is evidence of a great moral 
effect in the life of Naaman following 
this experience (vv. 16-19). 


He became an open rejector of the 
heathen gods and a professed follow- 
er of Jehovah when he returned to 
Damascus. 


As such he became the mlnfsterinf 
prince. 


III. The Ministering Prinoe. (1) By 
public profession (see Rom. 10:9, 10; 
Matt. 10:32) (2) By a peculiar request 
which became a great object lesson in 
Damascus; (3) By a new purpose of 
heart which would chang* bit fu- 
tura course of action.

OSBOmiE DOESN'T 
HVijUIILICITY 


Believes It Would Greatly 
Annoy Those Who Pay 
Income Tax. 


By Gilson Gar4iier. 


Washington, Oct. 13.-Publicity for 
the operations of the Income tax law 
Is not approved hy Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Wte. H- Osborne. He 
thinks publicity would result m much 
annoyance to those who pay. 


"I am not planning to recommena 
amending the law by adding a publicity 
requirement," said Commis^oner 
bornc, in answer 
to questions. 
We 
tried that down in South Carolina, and 
Uve it up. We found that if a man 
^as advertised in the tax lists as sav- 
ing an income of, say two hundred thou- 
sa«d a year, he was immediately made 
the object of thousands of begging let- 
ters 
I have known men there to get 
from Ave to seven hundred letters a day. 
Even a five thousand 
dollar 
income 
looks big to a down-and-outer and he 
thinks there is no reason why he shoma 
not share a little of the income of the 
more fortunate man. We had to repeal 
the law in my state and I am "ot at 
all sure it would be a good thing to 
add such a requirement to the federal 
income tax law." 


The talk of issuing bonds or mcreas- 
Ine tariff duties has directed attention 
to the failure of the income tax law. 
It has produced only nine per cent, of 
the government's revenues. 
The rest 
comes from taxes on necessities 
paid 
mostly by the i>oor. Instead of raising 
100 mUlions, the income tax law, indud- 
Inv the corporation tax, has produced a 
BfSnty sixty millions. 


WTiy? Arc the incomes lacking, or 
are the rich dodging? This is the ques- 
tion now fairly up to congress. Eva- 
sion of the law is no doubt the an- 
swer. The government is getting only a 
small fraction of what it should from 
the rich. And the government and the 
law itself are largely responsible. 


The secrecy provision is the principal 
obstacle to the law's enforcement. No- 
body knows what hb neighbor mys. If 
he is successful in fooling the unin- 
formed ortcials of the treasury depart- 
ment, hig neighbors will never tell, for 
they do not know. 
And they cannot 
find out. The law, instead of inviting 
Selp in detecting dodgers, puts penal- 
iiW on any government official or em- 
rt who might tell. Thus, indirectly, 
lHw enwumge® deception, fii^ er«- 


A student of income tax laws in this 
and other countries lias submitted fig- 
ures to the treasury department to 
prove tliat the law Is not adequately 
enforcod. He says: 


"The value of the products—that is to 
say the net incom-e—of the United 
States per annum, is reckoned at not 
less than forty billions of dollars. The 
average income of ninety per cent, of 
the families in the Unttcd States does 
not exceed $600 a year. 
Therefore, the 
share of the total products which arc 
enjoyed by the ninety per cent., does 
not exceed ten billions. 
It is nearer 
six billions. The other thirty to forty 
billions is enjoyed by the ten per cent., 
and most of it does not get past five 
per cent. Now if tlie rates prescribed 
by law were paid on this thirty to forty 
billions, the income tax collected would 
be ten times the amouht now collected. 
In other words, nine-tenths of tlie in- 
come tax due is lost by reaeoB of the 
•uccessful deception of the very rich 
tax dodgers,"

Look Upon Peace Plan 
With Disfavor. 


New York, Oct. 15.—That the nations 
now engaged in Avar would look without 
djsfavor upon a conferonie of the neu- 
tral nations as a possible medium for 
the settlement of tho conflict, and that 
the neutral nations of Europe are pre- 
pared for such a conference 
provided 
they can get the co-operation of I1>P 
Unifi'd StatvM, is declare! in a public 
statement issue<l 
here 
today by the 
International Committee of Women for 
Permanent Peace. Dr. Aletta Jacobs, of 
Holland, 
who called 
the 
Women's 
Peace congress at The Hacnie, and who* 


sailed from New York on October 5, 
took with rer copies of tliis declaration 
to be made public in Amsterdam today. 


Tlie International Congress of Wo- 
men, which met at The Hague hist 
April, appointed two groups of envoys, 
one to the belligerent governmentrf, and 
to Holland and Switzerland; the other 
to Russia and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. The reports of these embassies 
form the basis for the announcement 
issued today hero and in Amsterdam. 


The,statement is signed by Dr. Jac- 
obs. of Holland; Miss Chrystal ifacMil- 
lan, of G^eat Britain; 
Mine. 
Rosika 
Schwimmer, of Austria-Hungary; Prof. 
Emily Greene Balch, of Wellesley col- 
lege, and Miss Jane Addams, of Hull 
House, Chicago. Miss Addams is presi- 
dent of the international committee; 
Miss MacMillan, secretary; Dr. Jacobs 
and Mme. Schwimmer, vice chairman. 


In their joint report the leading mem- 
bers of these two delegations unite in 
stating that the evidence and assur- 
ances given them have convinced them 
that the belligerents would not consider 
sucli a conference unfriendly, and that 
the neutrals would not be unwilling to 
act, if flrSt assured of American co- 
operation. 
"Reviewing the situation," 
says the report, "we believe that of 
the five European neutral nations visit- 


ed tliree are ready to join in such a 
conference, and that two are deliber- 
ating the calling of such a conference 
Of tlie intention of the United S.tatet 
wc have as yet no evidence." 


The delegates were not at liberty ti 
give names or luitionalitjr of the for 
eign offices specifically quoted, but ii 
several instances they quote verbatimi 
".My country would not find anythinj 
unfriendly iii such action by the neU' 
trals," are the words credited to th« 
foreign iiiinister of one gi'-eat belligen 
ent, witfi respect to the proposed con' 
tinuous 
conference. "My governmenl 
woukl place no obstacle in the way oi 
its instittuion," said the minister o! 
an opposing nation. 
"What are th* 
neutrals waiting 
for?" said a third, 
whose name, it is stated, ranks high, 
not only in liis own country, bii4 ift 
over the world.

DRAMATIC SCENES 
AS WiiED COME 


Silent Crowd Sees Injured 
in Battle of Loos Ar- 
rive in London. 


Ix)ndon, Oct. 2.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associate<l Press).—The arrival of 
the first wounded from the l)attle of 
Loos, following dircctly upon the firat 
exciting newfi of the British advance in 
the west, was a dramatic incident of a 
London night-. 
In a vast and gloomy 


railway station, which had as few lights 
going as were needed to show the way 
without betraying the place to a pos- 
sible Zeppelin, a silent cro\vd. had gath- 
ered. 
Suburban 
and 
overland trains 
were steaming in and pulling out, port- 
ers rushing about Avith trunks and bags 
on hand trucks, 
civilian 
passengers 
asking about platforms or arguing with 
the women inspectors, who are not yet 
entirely familiar with their duties. 


The crowd which waited silently and 
patiently in the midst of this busti« 
was composed of relatives of men at 
the front. 
Shortly before ididnight, a 
train bearing the wounded 'drew up at a 
side platorm. 
The gates swimg open 
and the wounded, in torn nnd pnw icr 
stained khaki, heads bandaged, arms in 
slings or on crutches appeared, follow- 
ed by a procession of stretchers. 
Af- 
ter a Tough crossing, the wounded, iisu- 
ally so cheerj', had no cheers left in 


them, and the crowd felt- no desire to 
cheer. 
Those able to walk were put 
into motor-cars and buses, and- the men 
prostrate on stretchers were lifted into 
ambulances. 
The watchers crowded up 
as- close 
as the police 
wond 
¡ultiw, 
looking for familiar faces. But it was 
against orders for the wounded to talk. 
Soon they were whisked away into the 
darkened streets of London, and the 
crowd dispersed.

And thai, has been the precise feeling ol" most men who have oc- 


cupied the gubernatorial chair. The burden is a tremendous one- 
far heavier than is generally appreciated, cither by the general pub- 
lie or by the particular individuals who covet it. 
It has broken the 


health of many men as will be seen by recalling cases of a number 
.of prominent Indianians who in the past, have held I he high office. 
It 


has hastened some of them In Ihcir graves. They have gone down 
under the eiTeets of the four-year stmin of multiplied responsibilities, 
cares and annoyances, and the years have been steadily adding to 
these. The. business oL' the state's executive' department is growing 
steadily. Kach legislature adds new duties and fresh responsibilities 
of direction mid oversight to an office already overburdened. Th 
enactment of new laws, the creation of new dcpartmcut.s and the 
broadening of governmental activities of the state have been mak- 
ing still heavier the duties of the governorship and piling up its 
rcspousiblitics. The man who undertakes them soon comes into a 
new appreciation of real burdens, and if he cherished the notion that 
he was acquiring a sinecure in his election to the governorship, his 
mind is very quickly disabused of that. Four years of the Indiana 
governorship have usually been sufficient to completely satiate the 
most voracious appetite for office-holding.

LONDON TO WELCOME FOG. 


Feels Its Security of Attack From 


Above, Writes Marion Man. 


Marion, )nd., Oct. 11.—Robert Matter 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Phillip Matter, of 
this city, who left recently for Europe 
to ioin the American hospital ambulance 
corps in France, has written his mother 
from London of his trip on an American 
ship which was sixty miles from the 
Hesperian when the latter was struck by 
a torpedo. 


"Our boat had her name painted in 


large white letters on her sides and also 
the American flag, about forty feet long 
and ten feet high, painted on each side," 
writes Matter. "While we were in the 
war zone for two nights large electric 
lights were hung along tho ship's sides 
so (hat the painted name and the flag 


were plainly lighted up. Ships belonging 
to the belligerent nations have their 
names and all the distinguishing marks 
taken off, and at night all lights that 
show are extinguished." 


He writes of war conditions: "Kngland

Canadians arc called the 
millionaire soldiers, because they receive 
.as much pay in one day as the English 
do in a week. In London all the street 
lights are shaded so that no lights arc 
visible from above. Every one is afraid 
of the 'Zcps,' and tho season of fogs 
which will begin soon will be welcomed 
here."

Scientists, 
especially eugcnists 


and anthropologists seem to think 
It is, and point to the fact that after 
Napoleon sacrificed all of the men of 
strength and physique in the empire 
v.hat the men of the next generations 
wore much smaller than the heroes 
jrho went forth in the campaigns in 
ttaly, Egypt and Russia. 


Any way you put it, France must 


suffer the greatest burden of the war 
as far as its population is concerned. 


Germany, Austria, 
Russia 
and 


ttaiy will get out of the tangle un- 
scathed as far as its population is 
concerned. 
So will England, be- 


cause many of its able-bodied men 
refuse to go to the front. 


But France and Belgium face the 


possibilities of cither becoming na- 
tions of dwarfs or of yielding to the 


import of alien husbands for their 
widows. 


History and experience teach that 


more than likely this will bo one re- 
sult of the war. It seems well found- 
ed on fact that the French of to- 
day are of much smaller stature for 
the reason that Napoleon sacrificed 
all of his men of great stature In bis 
campaign in Italy and Egypt. 


Wliilo it is not exactly true from 


a anthropological viewpoint that 
small parents beget small children 
this seems nevertheless to be a fact 
that is well proved by example in 
history. 


If the views of the cugenists can 


be accepted it then becomes a fact 
that the death of the men of great- 
er physique results in a future race 
of men more or less dwarfed. 


It is true that for military service 


only the fit are chosen while men of 
small stature, those diseased or 


physically disabled are left at home 
and they are the propagators of the 
future race. With all of Europe at 
war, with the best and most able 
men o£ the nations being out down, 
it is apparent that it will take these 
nations hundreds of years if they 
ever recover from the effects of the 
wholesale slaughter now going on.

Should the war continue to that 


limitation where the last reserves, 
the boys and the old men, are called 
out and sacrificed it is apparent that 
the future nations must be weak- 
lings and dwarfs or the nations 
themselves must lose their charac- 
teristics in the import of husbands 
from the western hemisphere. 


Belgium has lost her autonomy in 


more than one respect. Her most 
valiant men have died in battle. 
Her children are being taken to the 


United States there to find homes 
with a new nation. Few are left to 
bear the burden of the future popu- 
lation of this country. 


At the rate Belgium is being de- 


populated at present, scientists con- 
clude thai within a few decades she 
will have passed out of existence as 
aij individual nation and the people 
will have lost their characteristics:. 


Of the Allies the French will suf- 


fer more than any. This nation lias 
sent its best men—physically and 
mentally—to the front, while many 
able-bodied remained at home in 
England. As a consequence the re- 
population will continue apace In 
Great. Britain while it will suffer for 
hundreds of years in France. . 


The nation has sent its men and 


Its boys to the front Should the war 
continue to that limit that a hand- 
ful of troops will return to Paris, 
cither in defeat or victory, it can bo 
seen that France would find itself 
nlmost extinct. When Napoleon re- 
treated to Paris after tb,e defeat at 
Moscow and prior to the battle of 
Waterloo he had but a few hundred 
thousand men, all crippled and ema- 
ciated from the long campaign and 
the disastrous retreat from Moscow. 
These few not only were not allowed 
to return to their homes and settle 
down, but on the emperor's return 
from Elba again were summoned to 
the tri-color. Were it not for the se- 
vere defeat administered by Well- 
ington to Napoleon at Waterloo, it Is 
liberally conceded that the Emperor 
would have so depleted his country 
of men that France never would 
have recovered, but today would be 
a nation of aliens. 
-' It. is a fact that France has lost 
some o£ its greatest men—not only 
great in physical but also in mental 
qualities. The (lower of the Empire 
has been sent to the front Just as 
France ever sent her best and brav- 


est to bear her arms even from the 
time of the rrusiides. That many of 
tlirni have boon hilled is Indicated 
both by the ever growing death lint 
and the continued call for additional 
troops, the lust of which oven sum- 
moned boys to (he colors.

It. ran easily bo scon that with the 


excessive death rate tlic birth rate 
in France has not been kept. up. Of 
course, there arc the war babies, 
many of them, perhaps who will be- 
come future standard bearers of 
France. But even these children of 
soldiers are comparatively few and 
It must, be considered that they will 
not reach their majority for at least 
twenty years. 


What then is France to do to re- 


gain its numerical strength .ind to 
sustain a future race? Marriago li- 
cense records here in Paris indicate 
that a great number of Americans 
are marrying French women, either 
girls or widows of soldiers. All of 
which is a further 
indication that 


France either must, become a nation 
of dwarfs or must yield its auton- 
omy and become an alien race. 


In Germany the matter is totally 


different. In the first place the na- 
tion has not lost as many as have 
the combined allies. Again the bet- 
ter class of Germans, the army offi- 
cers, arc so shielded that there is 
but little chance of their lives be- 
ing sacrificed in battle. The Ger- 
mans are seeming scientists wh.cn it 
comes to shielding themselves from 
destruction. They are fired by no 
inordinate enthusiasm and refusa to 
take undue risks. 


They charge when told to charge 


and they lie fiat when they are in- 
structed. There is never a chance of 
an officer leading his men into me 
very jaws of death to win some great 
victory. It seems to be the rule o£ 
the German military that a live sol- 
dier is worth ten dead ones, even if 
they are of the enemy. In this re- 
gard Germany has shown the same 
precaution that she has in her other 
military experts. It is almost use- 
less to tell, a French or English sol- 


dier not to risk his life. He docs it 
every chance he gets while the Ger- 
mans seem to realize more fully the 
necessity of protecting themselves to 
the utmost. 


It. seems to be the general under- 


standing among the German troops 
that success depends more on lire- 
serving themselves than in sacrinc- 
ing jhemselves. 


Not that the Germans arc not 


brave. -There have been examples 
of great bravery on both sides. But 
it seems to bo a part of that great 
system that controls the German 
army. Under such a rule the popu- 
lation of the country itself has not 
suffered greatly. There arc, accoro- 
ing lo reports, young and vigorous 
men still at 1 heir homes in Germany, 
waiting for the call to arms, but 
still cultivating their farms and rais- 
ing children while waiting that. call. 
Messages come from Berlin saying 
that that city is crowded with young 
men anxious to answer the call to 
arms. Yet. Germany has not called 
forth its boys or its old men ami in 
the boys are its greatest hopes for 
the future race.

One peculiar custom of the Ger- 


mans that aids the population is the 
custom established by the kaiser of 
allowing sort o£ trial marriages be- 
fore the departure of the troops. 
This obviates the war babies, for 
such marriages while not performed 
by .authority in the haste before de- 
parture, are sanctioned by the gov- 
ernment itself. These 
marriages 


not only are considered legitimate 
and honorable, but are more or less 
heroic. In the event the soldier re- 
turns from war the marriage is duly 
performed while in the event of bis 
death the widow wears mourning 
and in all other respects acts as his 
real wife and his child bears his 
name. 
Austria, too, will have little diffi- 


culty in regenerating herself after 
the war. According to information 
here not 50 per cent of her able 
bodied men are now bearing arms. 
Her peasantry continue cultivating 
.. 
_ > . _ - c _ u _ 
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their fields and raising their chil- 
dren as usual. 
Another contribut- 


ing factor is that the Austrian 
losses have been slight compared 
with those of other nations. When 
the great struggle does end Austria 
will find herself in almost the same 
condition as she was before the war 
while the brunt of the burden OH re- 
financing apparently will fall upon 
Germany. 


That nation will have io make up 


both 
in refinancing 
itself 
and In 


bringing back industrial prosperity. 
Austria has but few great industries 
from 
which she derives great ex- 


ports while those of Germany are 
multitudinous and she now faces th« 
possibility of losing them entirely. 


The Germans were the chief ex- 


porters of dyes and chemicals, yet 
there is an immediate possibility 
Unit this trade will be taken away 
from her by '.he United States. 


As far as Russia is concerned, it, 


too, must suffer greatly as the result 
of the war, not in population, for it 
will never suffer a serious decrease 
of people, but financially. But finan- 
cially it seems that 
the Russian* 


and the Turks, from the sudden turn 
things have taken, are really hold- 
ing the bag to the profit of their al- 
lies.

RUSSIA. 


If the Germans are 
successful 


Russia not only will lose the port of 
Odessa, but also the Baltic and her 
shipping will suffer the most sever* 
blow that could be administered. It 
the allies are victorious in the Dar- 
danelles it. is certain that Turkey 
must return to Asia Minor and prac- 
tically all of its greatness be lo»t 
while Russia would be permitted not 
only possession of Turkey m Eu- 
rope, but. free passage of the Dar- 
danelles for which she so long has 
contended. 
Russia, it seems apparent, will 


forever lose Poland, a great source 
of revenue for her. It seems clear 
at present that no matter what way - 
the war goes that Poland's freedom 
•is an individual nation positively is 
assured. 
However, the cities and 


fields now being destroyed will seri: 
ously affect the finances of Poland. 
Italy Is the one uation that will 


feel but little effect of the war out- 
side of the moderate expenditure 
she has made so far. She has lost 
but few men and battleships ac.4 »•*- 
agricultural pursuits have little suf- 
fered. It may be certain that tbj 
men who returned from the Unite* 
States to answer the call to arm! 
arc the ones that, will bear the. brunfc 
Yet with a nation as Ihrifty as Italy 
it will take them but few years.t* 
redeem themselveo. 
But what of France? She is th« 


one that must bear the brunt of th« 
whole war. France is the one that 
is losing population and along vits 
Belgium faces the possibility of sac- 
rificing her individuality or becom- 
ing a nation of dwarfs. 
That is France's share of the buf» 


dens of the war.

A student of income tax laws in this 


and other countries has submitted lig- 
ures to the treasury department to 
prove that the law is not adequately 
enforced. 
He says: 


"The value of the products—thnt is to 


say the net income—of the United 
States per annum, is reckoned at not 
less than forty billions of dollars. The 
average income of ninety per cent, of 
the families in the United States does 
not exceed $<>0» a year. Therefore, the 
share of the total products which arc 
enjoyed by the ninety per cent., docs 
not exceed ten billions. 
It is nearer 


six billions. The other thirty to forty 
billions is enjoyed by the ten per cent., 
and most of it docs not get past lire 
per cent. Now if the rates prescribed 
by law were paid on this thirty to forty 
billions, the income tax collected would 
be ten times the amount now collected. 
In other.words, nine-tenths of the in- 
come tax due is lost by re»»<* of the 
successful deception of the very rich 
tax dodgers."

No- 
body knows what his neighbor pays. _it 
he is successful in fooling the unin- 
formed officials of the treasury depart- 
ment, his neighbors will never tell, for 
they do not know.

find out. 
The law, instead of inviting 


liclp in detecting dodgers, puts penal- 
ties on any government official or cm- 
nloye who might tell.

The Associated Press).—The arrival of 
the first wounded from the battle of 
Loos, following directly upon the first 
exciting news of the British advance in 
the west, was a dramatic incident <>f a 
London night. Jn :v vast and gloomy 


railway station, which hud as few lights 
fining as were needed to show tins way 
without betraying the place to a pos- 
sible Zeppelin, a silent crowd had gath- ! 
ered. 
Suburban 
and 
overland trains . 


were steaming in and pulling out, port- i 
crs rushing about with trunks and bags ' 
on hand trucks, 
civilian 
passengers 


asking about platforms or arguing with 
the women inspectors, who are not 3rot • 
entirely familiar with their duties. 


The crowd which waited silently and 


patiently in the midst of this bustle 
was composed of relatives of men at 
the front..
